MUST FIGHT ALONE. 


The Federation Will Not Join the 
New York Central Strike. 


Moral Support and Financial Aid 
Offered the Knights of Labor. 


; The Decision of the Supreme Council of the 
Federation of Railway Employes—New 
York Central Officials Scored—General 
Master Workman Powderly Predicts a 
General Strike Within Three Days—Vice- 
President Webb and Manager Teucey 
Pleased—The Knights Satisfied With the 
News From Terre Haute—Freight on the 
Central Being Moeved. 4

TeRRE Horz, Ind., Aug. 26.—The Knights 
of Labor can have the moral support of the 
United Order of Railway Employes. 80 the 
Supreme Counci! decided yesterday and an- 
nounced last night. After eight hours of de- 
bate and discussion the conclusion was 
reached that/owing to the fact that the 
Knights of Labor were not in the Federation, 
it would not be in accordance with the laws 
of the order for the Federation to take 
part in the strike. The moral support was 
all the federation could supply. In the dis- 
cussion over the report of the sub-committees 
Mr. Downey of Chicago, one of the switch- 
men’s delegates, made atwo hours’ speech, 
arguing that the federation should nét take 
up the fight of the Knights of Labor. When it 
came to a vote the question was decided, and 
then they went about preparing a statement 
which would show the sympathy for the 
cause and give the public a ciear understand- 
ing of the situation. 

Tnis report was drawn up and signed by 
President Sargent and Secretary Sheehan. 
It begins with a history of the strike, sixty 
Knights of Labor were discharged and 80 on, 
telling the story from a later point of view up 
te the presenttime. Then the council gives 
its conclusion In effect, as follows: 


THE COUNCIL 68 DECISION. 

1. That tue position of the Knights ef Labor 
meets with the approval of the Federation. 

2. That the purpose of H. Walter Webb is to 
disrupt the labor organizations, in spite of all 
his protestations. 

8 Thatthe pelicy of H. Walter Webb is 
despotic to an extent outrageous to every 
American principle, and calculated to make 
siaves of the laborer. 

4. That the employment of Pinkerton 
thieves, thugs and murderers by H. Walter 
Webb is an enormous outrage, 

5. That the action of H. Waiter Wend 
against the Knights of Labor might, if differ- 
ently directed, break upthe other labor or- 
ganizations, 

6. That H. Walter Webb has shown a total 
disregard of the principles of citizen sover- 
2 practically says The public be 


7. That H. Walter Webb assumes the at- 
titude thatthe road he represents is private 
property and the gorporation sheuld be 
br ought to the bar of justice. 

Then the counc!! records its unqualified ap- 
proval of the strike andthe conduct of the 
Strikers. 

The law of the Federation is then quoted to 
show whythe strike cannot be participated 
in by that body. 


A Single-Handed Fight. 


ALBANY, N. T., Aug. 2.—Mr. Powderly, 
upon being shown the telegram containing 
the gist of the Council’s decision, refused to 
discuss the question, but did not seem much 
surprised or disheartened by the information. 
Secretary Hayes said that it now became a 


single-handed fight with the backing of the 
Federation. 

Last night a monster mass-mecting was 
held in the Rink. There were at least faur 
thousand men agg wa Speeches were made 
by Mr. Powderly, A. W. Wright of the Gen- 
eral Executive Board and Mr. Maguire. The 
following resolution, proposed by Mr. Pow- 
derly, was unanimously adopted: . 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meet- 
ing that the iptroduction of an armed force in 
the State of New York ina time of peace is an 
outrage against the laws of our State, isin 
violation of every law of humanity, and 
should be forever stopped at the next session 
of the Legislature of New York State. 

The Executive Board, aiter the meeting, 
went to Stanwix Hall and beld a conference, 
at which a division of the duties was made. 

THE BOARD AND THE COUNCIL. 

The papers were eagerly read by the strik- 
ers and the members of the General Executive 
Board this morning, to learn the full details 
of the proceedings of the Supreme Council at 
Terre Haute, yesterday. When Mr. Devlin 
had finished reading the papers he said: 

»The situation looks more favorable than 
we had any reason to expect. We knew, 
as stated in this morning’s paper, that 
the Supreme Council could not help 
us by ordering a general strike as 
none of the members of the Federation bad 
any grievances which could draw them into 
our fight contrary to the law of the Federation 
on this point. Knowing this and observing 
the action of the council yesterday, I can say 
that the aid offered surpasses our expectation. 
We did not think the council would arraign 
the railroad company in such a sweeping de- 
nunciation of the methods they are now 
employing in an endeayor to destroy 
our organization. it shows that they 
realized the gravity of the situation and 
80 realizing they have extended to us the full 
assistance at their command. The resolutions 
adopted show an honest opinion among the 
members of the council, such as they had ex- 
pressed before leaving New York, that the 
company’s position was a direct attack upon 
organized labor. They have extended to us 
not only moral support, but financial assis- 
tance, the latter being m re than we expected 
and they have, in fact, determined to sup- 
port the fight as their own. We shall now go 
right on and win the struggle on our former 
lines of campaign. 

Mr. Wright who was with Mr. Devlin in- 
dorsed all the latter said. Mr. Wright leaves 
for Schenectady where he peaks at a mass 
meeting to-night, afterwards continuing on 
to Butfalo and stopping at several places on 
the line of the road to address meetings. Mr. 
Deviin will also go to Buffalo for the present. 
Mr. Powderly and Mr. Hayes went on to New 
York onthe day boat to-day. Mr. Maguire 
speaks at a meeting in Amsterdam to-night. 
Mr. Wright sald Mr. Powderly would make 
his headquarters in New York City 
from now until the settlement of the strike. 
The members of the board will be stationed 
at the principal cities along the line of the 
road, and frequent meetings will be held to 
keep up the courage and enthusiasm of the 


men.

Railway Employes Abroad. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—While the condition of 
railroad employes in America is so satisfao- 
tory that they do not strike for an increase of 
wages or for a decrease in the hours of labor, 


but only for an abstract principle, the Euro- 
pean railway employes are tighting to secure 
some of the advantages already possessed by 
railroad men in the United States. Still, they 
do not resort to strikes, and they malnly de- 
pend on legal means and legislative action to 
better their condition. It may be noticed that 
the region in Europe which seems to have a 
monopoly of the striking mania is the Borin- 
age and other coal mining districts in Bel- 
gium, one of the few European countries 
where workmen are affiliated with the 
Knights of Labor, who have organized an 
assembly district there. In Germany, Austro- 
Hungary and Russia rallway employes mostiy 
are under a military discipline, which 
make them real soldiers, who have neither 
permission nor facilities for congregating in 
meetings. Everyone of these employes can 
be considere as being as much 
of a soldier as the ‘‘reguilar’’ who 
is drafted into service and incorporated 
in the especial ‘‘railroad regiments.’’ In 
France the Government and the Chamber 
have just furnished one more proof of their 
solicitude for railroad employes. They have 
not yet taken up the question of an eight- 
hour labor day or of adequate and reasonable 
wages, both of which questions have been in 
a fair way of being satisfactorily arranged in 
America, but they have continued in France 
the work of improvement by discussing tne 
necessity of giving one Gay of each week. 
The League for the Sabbath Rest sent, on July 
20, delegation to the Minister of

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HER HEART WAS BROKEN | 


LRS. FLORENCE JAMES’ DESPERATE AT- 
TEMPT TO TAKE HEE LITE. 


Her Husband Loves Another and Her Child 
Dead—She Tries Death as a Cure for All 
Her Treubles—A Handseme Yeung Pa- 
ducah Girl Tries te End Her Life iu an 
Olive Street House. 


Miss Florence Walters James, a handsome 
young woman, 2lyears of age, attempted to 
take her lite this morning at 1411 
Olive street with a large dose. of 
morphine and is nowat the City Hospital 
under treatment for poisoning, with small 
hopes of recovery. As far as oan be learned, 
the young woman is a native of Paducah, Ky., 
andcame tothiscity Sunday evening on & 
steamer, Where she stopped Sunday night 
is not known. Monday afternoon she 
engaged herself to work for a 
lady at 219 Pine street and was 
to begin this morning. She made her appear- 
ance at 1411 Olive street at 3 o’clock yesterday 
evening and at 10 o’clock this morning | 
was found in her room suffering 
from the effects of forty grains of morphine. 
She was removed about 12:30 o'clock, five 
hougs after the poison was taken, and taken 
to the City Hospital immediately. 

» A DRAMATIO BUICIDE. 

Mrs. Anna Richard, keeper of the boarding- 
house 1411 Olive street, tells a very dramatic 
story of the affair and of the cause of the at- 


tempted suicide-as far as the young lady 
would inferm her. . 
„»The young lady came here about 8 o’ciock 
yesterday evening. Mrs. Richards said, 
‘‘and saw my daughter. Iwasout. She said 
she wanted a room; was given one on the 
second floor. She paid my daughter $1 in 
advance, Whenlcame home an hour later 
was told of her arrival and went 
up to see her. She told me she 
had come to the city Sunday evening 
on a steamer from Paducah, Ky., with her 
uncle, who returned on the beat. She would 
not tell where she stopped Sunday night, but 
said she started out Monday morning 
to look for work as a house-girl, She 
went over Pine street from house to 
house ringing door-bells, until she 
reached 2619 Pine street, where the 
lady of the house engaged ber. She opdered 
her trunk sent out and it was to be at 2619 Pine 
street to-day. Iasked her how she came to 
my house and she said 
SUE SAW THE SIGN 
onthe doer. She requested me to call her at 
5 o’clock in the morning and Lleft her. I was 
struck with her manner. She was a 
very pretty girl only 21 years of 
age, and from her conversation 
I judged she had been well educated or well 
read. She was very polite and ladylike. 
It was raining at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing when got up to wake 
her and I concluded not to. I sent my 
daughter up at 6 o’clock, and she said she did 
not want to get up yet. 
When s be did not put in an 
appearance at 10 o’clocK Isent upto call her 
again and she said she wanted to see me. 
When I entered the room I noticed 
PECULIAR LOOK IN HER EYES. 
They were turped upward and were covered 
with a white film. I asked 
was the she 
she was satisfied with 
her answer I asked what was the trouble. She 
burat to tears and gaid she had en 


and she said she haa. She had dellberately 
put it in capsules and swallowed them. I 
ordered a pot of very strong coffee 
at once and sent for a police- 
man. It was relief-time, and my 
son could not find an officer. Walle the coffee 
was preparing sbe got down on ber 
knees and begged me not to save her 
life—to let her die—to let her shake off all her 
troubles. Iasked her what drove her to do 
this, andshe told me. Her mother had died 
she said, when she was about 16 years old, 
leaving her to care for eightchildren. The 
father married again not long after, and she 
could not get along with her stepmother. Two 
years ago she married a John James, cousin 
of Jesse James, and as 1 understood her 
she lived in the western part 
of Missouri, at Bannantine, I think. She 
gave birth toachila one year after marriage 
but the child lived only two months. 
Her husband left her shortly after 
the child’s death and was now llving with 
another woman. She told her story with 
great agony. She was blind wit the 
drug and could not see me but reached 
out and when she felt me she begged me to 
pray for her, to sing hymns with her, but not 
try to save her life. Thecoffee came and 1 
tried to make her take it. ; 
REFUSED TO BE SAVED. 
„She refused. I forced some 
mouth and she spat it out. 
her up and down the room, 
and on secing my intentions 
she threw herself on the bed and refused to 
walk or take the coffee. She prayea 
and moaned all the time. Every 
few moments she would call upon 
God to take her life at once. The poison was 
taking effect andshe began to tear at her 
breast and clothes. It was a pitiful scene. 
She had taken the morphine abouts o’clock, 
and I was afraid she would die before help 
came. My son finally found an officer and he 
came up to the room. He called an ambulance 
and while it was coming he carried 
her down stairs. She was still con- 
scious and talked rationally though 
her limbs ceuld hardly bear her up 
and she was completely blind. She begged 
to let the officer take her, and 
I said she must go she asked 
in a most piteous way to allow 
her to die where she was. We assisted her 
down stairs and when in the hall she said she 
might be saved on this oceasion but 
SHE WOULD POISON HERSELF AGAIN 
and let no one know it. I asked her why 
she wanted to get up at ö o’clock. ‘I thought 
I weuld be dead by that time,’ she 
answered. Itxzied to get her to tell me where 
She bought the poison, but she said ‘No, I 
will not get the young drug clerk into trou- 
bie.’ I bought it under false pretenses. She 
tola me, howeyer, she bought it witbin 
two biocks of the Grant statue. While in the 
ball waiting for the ambulance, she went 
down on her knees again and prayed 
God to kill her and not let 
her suffer. She was going fast Isaw, but her 
mind was clear. After they had taken her 
away I went to the room and found 
some letters written to her friends and 
relatives, but she was so nervous when she 
wrote them that I could not make out the 
names. Morphine powder was scattered all 
over the table where she had been 
filling the capsules, and 1 found 30 cents 
folded in a paper among her little trinkets, It ; 
was all she bed. Isuppose. The clothes were 
poor, and she looked worn out and 
tired, and the palme of her hands were hard 
as though she bad done considerabie hard 
work lately. Ihope she will not die she is so 
young gentle and pretty.

ENTIRELY DESTROYED THIS MORNING. 


The Fire Starts im the Basement of the 
Theater and Spreads Rapidiy Through- 
eut the Building—Prempt Werk by the 
Fire Department Saves Adjoining Prop- 
erty—The Loss Heavy. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—McVieker’s Theater was 
destroyed by fire shortly after 3 o’clock this 
morning. The west wall of the building, 
reaching eight stories in height, went down 
with a terrific crash into the narrow alley. 
John Daffey, a pipeman of engine company 
No. 7, came down with the debris and landed 
fairly on his head on a jagged pile of mortar 
and bricks. He was fearly mangied and prob- 
ably fatally injured. Duffey’s’ comrades on 
the root barely escaped with their lives. They 
heard the wall creaking and ran to the center 
of the roof justasthe great mass went down. 
They subsequently escaped to the street by 
means ofa fire escape. The fire started in 
the basement of Lithgow’s saloon, which oc- 
eupies the west half of the buijding, and 
smoldered among piles of straw and liquors 
for nearly an hour before it was discovered. 
By that time flames had burst through the 
basement windows. Wien the department 
arrived everything under the big theater, in- 
cluding dressing-rooms, stage paraphernalia 
and baggage, was ablaze. The fire was burn- 
Ing 80 fiercely that a second battalion of en- 
gines was called out and it required all they 
could do to keep the flames from eating a path 
into the 

STORIES OF THE BUILDING. 

As it was, the foyer and the chairs in the 
parquette circle caught fire at ond time and 
blazed briehtiy until four er five streams of 
water were turned on the flames. The fire- 
men chopped gaping holes in the floor, tore 
dow the costly hangings that ornamented 
the main entrance and wen broke through 
the stage in their anxiety to save the bulld- 
ing. Before they got through the theater 
proper was nearly ruined. The entire inter- 
ior of the theater was practically 
destroyed. What with $$ water, smoke 
and the use of axes, which latter was 
rendered necessary to reach the basement, 
the theater will have to be entirely rebuilt 
and renevated. That it was a fire-trap was 
shown from the way the flames ran through 
the whole structure. Everything in it burned 
like a tinder-box, in spite ofall the firemen 
could do. Four or five firemen who had been 
stationed near the main entrance 

BARELY ESCAPED WITH THEIR LIVES. 
The brave fellows were pushing through te 
the stage, when they beard aloud creaking 
above. their heads. They instantly re- 
traced their steps, and had barely 
gotten outside into the lobby when 
the roar of the falling galleries and 
dome told of the destruction of the 
theater.

communicated to several small hotels in the 


immediate vicinity butdidnoserious dam- 
age. The guests were panic stricken, but all 
escaped in safety. All the front offices of the 
building received little Gamage except by 
water, and the tenants will continue todo 
business at thelr old stands. Mr. McVicker is 
now at Saratoga. 

The loss on the theater building is covered 
with an insurance of only $1 Just how 
the fire started is shrouded in mystery. 
There are suspicions of incendiarism. The 
theatre will be rebuilt at once and reopened 
within thirty days. 

Mr. Al Hayman, who owns ‘‘Shenandoah,’’ 
the play that has been at McVicker’s Theater 
for the past three months, said this morning 
that he had arranged to complete his Obicago 
time with that play at the Auditorium. Mr, 
Hayman also said thatthetour of ‘‘Shenan- 
deah’’ would in no way be interfered with by 
the present disaster, as he had duplicate 
scenery and costumes in New York, which 
would be here to-morrow. 

THE WATCHMAN’S STORY. 

The watchman says: ‘‘At 2 o’ciock I dis- 
covered fire ina pile of greasy rags beneath 
the stage. It took me about ten minutes to 
extinguish the flames. I then waiked up to 
the sixth story or office part ot the bnilding, 
Returning I discovered another fire in the 
front basement just beneath the auditorium. 
This 1 fought for some time. As Iwas about 
to tura in the alarm I heard the department 
arriving.’’ 

Jam disposed to bellere the watchman’s 
story, said Manager Sharpe. The fire was 
evidentiy of incendiary origin. We bad no

Orry OF GUATEMALA, Via City of Mexico, 
Aug. 26.—The Government has just issued a 
Gecree, whereby it is ordered that all Guate- 
malans between the ages of 18 and 50 shall 
present themselves within twenty-four hours 
after the publication of the decree at the dit- 
ferent military posts in their respective de- 
partments, or they will otherwise be declared 
traitors. This decree is causing very many 
people who come within its limits to leave the 
territory of Guatemala, and not a few are 
joining either the insurgents in Chiquimula 


or the Salvador troops acroas the frontier. 


4N ENFORCED LOAN, 

By another deeree the Government has di- 
rected the Secretary ofthe Treasury to effect 
an enforced loan of 51, 000, 00 to meet war ex- 
penses. The loanis to be confined to the 
cities of Guatemala and Quesaltenango, and 
two committees of merchants have been 
mamed and ordered to produce the money 
within three daysfrom the subscribers ona 
list furnished by the Government. There are 
heavy penalties attached to non-compliance 
with the subscription and the $1,000,000 will 
have to be contributed in the following ratio: 
Guatemaia $600,000 and Quezaltenango 
$400,000. 

TAXES INCREASED. 


With the similar object of obtaining funds | 


for the army, and having a retroactive effect, 
the Government has also issued the following 
Gecree: 

Art. 1. From August 1 of the present 
year, $2 will be pald as export duty on each 
100 pounds of coffee sent out of the country, 
matead of §1 ae heretofore. 

Art. 3. The tax on real estate will be $6 
per $1,000 instead of $3, as formerly, and this 
new rate is to take effect from July 1, 1889. 

Art. 3. Each bottle of spirite taken 
from the Government administration of 
liquors will pay au additional Scents inter- 
nal revenue tax from the Ist of August. 

** Art. 4. Decree No. 101, issued by Con- 
gress, granting the free manafacture of salt, 
is hereby revoked, and a duty of u as oent 
per pound is imposed. 

**Art.5. The artificial and natural products 
ofthe Republics of Central America which 
may beor have been imported into Guate- 
mala since or from the lst of August shall be 
free, with the exception of common salt, 
soaps, parafine or stearine, candles, liquors 
and tobacco, which will be taxed the same as 
similar goods from foreign countries. 

**Art.6. The increase in duties herein re- 
ferred to will remain in effect for the space of 
one year. 

GREAT CONSTERNATION. 

These decrees have caused great consterna- 
tion and indignation among the merchants 
here, principally those who deal in coffee. 
These merchants, together with the coffee 
planters, have raised a protest against the 
measures, and many go so far as to accuse 
Barilias and his cabinet of not handling the 
national finances in a proper way. Only $12,- 
000 have been subscribed to the loan, and the 


. two committees referred to in the decree fora 


loen, have refused to act. It is greatly feared 
that forcible measures will be taken hy the 
President to collect the money, and nearly all 
the capitalists are utilizing the banks to send 
their money out ofthe country by means of 
bills of exchange. 


The Boycott in Ireland. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 26.—Bishop O’ Dwyer in his 
letter unentthe Dillon dispute, says that he 
does not impute personal dishonesty to Mr. 
Dillon, but simply adheres to the papal de- 
cision on the Persico report and denounces 
the plan of campaign and the system of boy- 
eotting. Despite the clerical condemnation, 
the boycott is still employed largely as a 
political weapon, and the system is specially 
strong in the West of Ireland. 
The case of a man named Ryan, living 
near Limerick, is being cited as a proof of the 
thoroughness with which the plan is carried 
out. Ryan has been striving since 1887 to live 
on an evicted farm. The results have been 
singular. For speeches denouncing Ryan, 
two members of Parliament, Finucane and 
Bheehy, the Rev. Father Marian and others 
were sentenced to imprisonment’ The con- 
gregation left the gallery in the 
chapel as soon as Ryan entered 
It. A grocer in Limerick sent a 
messenger atter him and returned his money 
paid for goods Ordered, as soon as he knew to 
whom thearticles had been sold. Ryan was 
shadowed at fairs until the police began shad- 
owing the shadowers. A firm that has always 
repaired his mowing machine refused to do so 
any longer, and he has been subjected, ne 
deciares, to all the annoyances and incon- 
venience that buman ingenuity can davise.’’ 
But he still holds on. 


The Cholera. 


Lonpor, Aug. 26.—Advices from Jeddah 
state that the cholera which broke out among 
the pilgrims returning from Mecca, origi- 
mated with the Hindoo passengers and spread 
to the others. The pllgrims were in a terrible 
condition of filth, as they were huddled to- 
gether by thousands in the dampness, un- 
washed and without sufficient food. Hundreds 
died but were not reported, and the real 
v-umber of fatalities will never be known.

AGAINST THE EMPLOYES. 


THE BOYCOTT OF THY EASTERN BRICK 
MANUFACTURERS IN FULL BLAST. 


Bailding Operations in New York City, 
Brooklyn and Jersey City Likely to Be 
Stopped in a Few Days--The Chicago 
Steck Yards Switehmen’s Strike—Packers 

Losing Heavily—Labor News. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—The present trouble 
between the brick manufacturers and build- 
ing trades’ unions in this city, Brooklyn and 
Jersey City, bids fair to be of a deeidedly 
serious character, It isthe first time in the 
history of labor that employers have inst!- 
tuted a boycott against their laborers, From 
present indications it la said to be a matter of 
only abouttwo days before the entire build- 
ing Operations in the three cities must stop 
and fully, if not more than one hundred thou- 
sand workmen will be forced out ot 
employment. This army of working- 
men will inelude plumbers, bricklayers, 
masons, carpenters, lathers, plasterers, steam 
and gas fitters and men of every other trade 
connected with the construction of buildings. 
Altogether there are between 200 and 800 brick 
manufacturers who supplied brick for the 
cities named. Of this number fully 95 per 
cent have combined to uphold their rights. It 
is said that the daily consumption of brick in 
this city, Brooklyn and Jersey City is 6,000,- 
000. According to the best information there 
were on hand in the eity early yesterday 
about 10,500,000 bricks, including 1,500,000 that 
reached here yesterday. These shipments 
came from the 5 percent of manufacturers 
who are not in the combination, and who, it 
is asserted, are to make more than 3,000,000 
bricks a week or just one-half day’s supply. 
The manufacturers along the Hudson River 
have stopped shipments andthe remaining 
brickson hand after yesterday will de con- 
sumed before noon to-day. It is said the 
workmen will be compelled te lay down their 
tools and qult work. Then it appears that the 
only thing left will be to aecide which are the 
stronger, the manufacturers or the unlon. 
The manufacturers say they will keep their 
yards in operation untli they have no places 
to store their bricks and then 
close their yards. This is just what the 
Knights of Labor, who placed the 
original boycott say they want done. Then 
they look for victory. They say that when 
non-union men are forced into idleness they 
will join the union, and consequently the 
manufacturers will be compelied to hire 
Kulghts of Labor or nome at all. All the 
present trouble is the result of the action of 
District Assembly No, 49. 

About three years ago Thomas B. Maguire, 
Past Master Workmanof D. A. No. 460, en- 
deavored to organize the brick makers at 
Verplenck’s Point and Haverstraw. He sub- 
ceeded in forming an organization with about 
400 members. A strike was ordered in one 
yard at Verplanck’s because of the refusal of 
the manufacturer to employ Knight of Labor 
workmen. During the strike a number of 


the Knights bolted from the order because 
they did not receive proper support finan- 
cially, and it resulted inthe loss of the first 
strike. Then D. A. No. 49, to which the new 
local belonged, took a hand in the fight and 
proceeded to piace boycottson certain yards 
at Verplanck’s Point. They sent price lists 
and terms to govern laborto every manufac- 
turer and demanded that the manufacturers 
employ none but Knights of Labor. The man- 
ufacturers refused to comply with the de- 
mandand banded together with the pres- 
ent result. There are, in all, about 
20,000 men engaged in making brick along the 
Hudson River. The Board of Walking Dele- 
gates met eyes te | morning at 58 East Thir- 
teenth street. Nothing was done to forestall 
the probable action to be taken by the Briek 
Manufacturer’s Association. President Rog- 
ers of the board said that it would be im- 
possibie to say what would be done until it 
was learned what steps the manufacturers in- 
tend to take. 

It they undertake to boycott this city,’’ he 
said, ‘‘more than 190,000 mon will be thrown 
out of employment. 

It was said that the price now paid to brick - 
handlers is 40 cents per 1,000. The average 
wages amountto $4 a day of ten hours work. 
The Hudson County Central Labor Union de- 
cided yesrerday to continue the boycott 
against the manufacturers’ combine. This 
decision was referred to the Bricklayers’ 
unions of Jersey City, Hoboken znd Union 
Hill for indorsement, Outside manufacturers, 
it is said, intend to run their yards 
night and day. It was also said that 
members of the combine have increased their 
working force in order to reducethe labor 
supply. It was said that a number of manu- 
facturers have concluded notto ship brick 
until after the Verplanck boycott shall have 
been discontinued, but. will contiue to manu-. 
facture brick in larger quantities than usual 
until October. In this event, the combine 
manufacturers will, it issaid, have 150,000, - 
000 brick on hand by the end ot September, 
while the outsiders will have sold 50, 000/000 at 
advance prices. 


Stock-Yard Switchmen’s Strike. 


CuicaGo, Aug. 86.—The strike of the switch- 
men of the Stock Yards Switching Associa- 
tion, after the grivances of the engineers and 
firemen had been adjusted yesterday after- 
noon, puta new phase on the situation, and 
this morning it was decided to dissolve the 
association and allow each road to do its own 
switching. Supt. Boyce of the Rock Islend 
and Supt. Bessier of the Burlington, together 
with several other members of the old di- 
rectory of the Switching Association, went to 
the Stock Yards to personally assume 
direction of the fight. The striking 


switehmen were told that their services 
were no longer required and new men were 
procured todo the switching. During the 
early hours of the morning little was done in 
the way of clearing the tracks of the freight 
cars, but it was announced that work would 
commence in earnest shortly before noon, 

Police Superintendent Marsh went down to 
the stock yards this morning at the head of 
800 men to take charge of the police arrange- 
ments there, and to see that no acts of vio- 
lence were committed by the strixers. 

THE PACKERS’ LOSS. 

The packers are the heaviest losers in the 
stock yards strike while the Switching Asso- 
ciation is not particularly hit, except so far as 
the transfer charges for about one hundred 
and fifty empty and as many loaded ars are 
concerned.

A TEACHER'S SUICIDE. 


MARY LANNERT OF DOUGLAS, ILL, JUMPED 
INTO A CISTERN. 


She Suffered With Epilepsy and Preferred 
Death te Such Suffering as She Was 
Cempelled te Endure—A Wreck on the 
M. & O. and Anether on the Air Line— 
Believille News of Interest, 


Coroner Woods was notified this morning of 
a sad fatality that occurred at Dougias, in the 
southern part of the county, and went to that 
place to hold an inquest over the re- 
mains of the unfortunate victim. The details 
could not be learned this morning, and even 
the name of the victim was not made known. 
The Coroner was only informed that a young 
woman who was subject to attacks 
of epilepsy had in one of der 
fits fallen into a cistern and drowned. 
Atle'’clock this afternoon the Coroner was 
seen, he having returned from Douglas after 
holding an inquest. He stated that the young 
woman was Mary Lannert, 22 years of age, 
daughter of Fred G. Lannert, a school teacher 
of Douglas. From the testimony elicited at 
the inquest the Coroner ascertained that she 
was drowned about2o’clockin the morning. 
At that time she entered her father’s 
room and went to his bedside. She 
told him she wished to die, but 
not much was thought ofthe remark by him 
as she had frequently expressed the same de- 
sire. It seems that she had been subject to 
epilepsy almost from infancy, and knowing 
that she would probably never recover from 
it, the knowledge made life a burden to her. 
Her father comforted her as best he could 
when she came fo his bedside,@nd when she 
left him he supposed she returned to her 
rooms. It seems, however, that she went 
out of the house into the yard, 
and in all probability deliber- 
ately committed suicide dy throwing 
herself into the cistern. No one saw her make 


the plunge, and, consequently, there was no 
evidence before the Coroner's jury to prove 
that the case was one of suicide, so a simple 
verdict of death by drowning was returned. 
Coroner Woods states, however, that in his 
mind there is no doubt that the young woman 
took her own life.

NOT PROBABLE THAT MARRIED TEACHERS 
WILL BE OUSTED. 


There Is Too Great a Scarcity of Teachers to 4 


Render Such a Move Advisable at Present 
— The Superintendent Worried Over the 
Free Beoks Situation—Meeting To- Night. 


When the School Board finishes to-night 
the special business the meeting was called to 
consider, it will probably adjourn until Fri- 
day night to try then to straighten out some 
of the tangled knots which the summer 
Wrangies have tied, and principally the free 
book trouble, The meeting to-night was 
called together to close the contracts and 
make the appropriations for heating and 
Ventilating the Carr Lane School and to con- 
sider the appointment of Princi- 
pal George T. Murphy as Assistant 
Superintendent, and according to the rules of 
the board no other business than that speci- 
Hed in the call for a special meeting can be 
considered at a special meeting, so those 
other matters will have to lay over. 

FIGHT ON MARRIED TEACHERS. 

It was reported to-day that the Teachers 
Committee was prepared to recommend the 
removal of all married teachers in the 
schools and that the revamping of this 
old question was likely to rouse another 
tangle n the affaira of the board. The com- 
mittee has not considered such areport, but 
‘the advisability of such a move is again 
under discussion among some ofthe mem- 
bers, and may develop in a resolution 
to take the sense of the board. such 
a resolution is not at all likely to carry. 
The theory of those who advocate 


itis that married women onght to stay at 
home and should be supported by their bus- 
bands, leaving these positions open for wo- 
men who have no oneto take care of them. 
There are too many good objections against 
such an argument to permit the adoption ofa 
resolution based upon it. Inthe first place, 
the married teachers are women who have no 
home duties which cannet be attended to aft- 
er school hours. They need the 
money as much as anyone else. A very strong 
reason in their favor is that everyone of them 
is a thoroughly competent and efficient 
teacher whose place could ngt be filled. 
There is now a dearth of teacher in St. Louis, 
that is of teachers who are trained to the St. 
Louis system. The list of normal graduates 
has been exhausted, and if vacancies 
were now created they would have to be filled 
by examination of applicants from the 
outside. That is repugnant to the board, and 
always bes been. The normal training gives 
to a teacher the theoretical knowledge o 
schools, which is necessary, and then a 
few weeks of practical work fits her for the 
position so she can do the work satisfactorily, 
but when a teacher comes from the 
outside her first two years are really 
spent not in teaching the children, 
but in learning the system and 
method of teaching. The consequences of 
such a move as that considered would be so 
great that the board is aptto let the married 
teachers alone. 
THE BOOK QUESTION. 

The book question, however, is a serious 
matter, which will have to be considered and 
as soon as possibie. As the matter now 
stands. the board has adopted the free book 
resolution, but failed to repeal a rule which 
declares that pupiis must buy their own 
books. The Committee on Rules was supposed 
to have changed all the rules in accordance 
with the resolution, but the old rule was 
overlooked and now stands as a 
technical obstruction. It will be repealed at 
the first opportunity, but meanwhile 
the schools will open and the children must 
have books. The difficulties will probably be 
overcome by calling another special meeting 
to be held soon. The board ap- 
propriated $45,000 for text books this year 
and about $25,000 of it is available for free 
The expenditures for ‘‘indigent 

books is $6,000 a year, which will leave 
$39,000 forthe grades. Half of that amount 
will be spent for books which will be sold to 
the pupils of the upper grades and the other 
half for the free books in the four lower 
grades, and to that may be added the in- 
digent fund,’’ which is practically a free book 
fund, and that will bring the available 
appropriation to $25,500. But there ig no 
authority for spending this money for free 
books as long as the rules stand as they do. 

Mr. E. H. Long, the Superintendent, is to 
meet the Principals on Saturday to give them 
instructions regarding the free books, and he 
is anxious that the board should straighten 
the matter out befor that time. He does not 
think the complication is a rerious 
one. He said to-day: ‘‘The old rule is 
practically repealed by the resolution which 
the doard adopted, for it was the intention of 
the board to change the rules to fit that reso- 
lution. It was not done because of an over- 
sight, but the intention of the board is very 
piain and the failure to repeal that rule is 
only a technical matter. I do not think it 
will be permitted to atand in the way. I do 
not know; lam waiting to see what the board 
will do.’’ 

ifthe old rule is repealed on Friday night 
Mr. Bryan, the supply agent, can telegraph 
here andthere will be but little delay in re- 
ceiving them. 

ANOTHER KNOTTY PROBLEM. 

The supply Committee will wire a cuestion 
which Is likely to cause some debate, and that 
is, whether the children shall be permitted to 
take their books home or whether they 
must be left in the school-house. 
In most other places where free 
books are supplied the children have been 
required to leave them in the school-house, 
though many principals have recommended 
that they be permitted to take them home. 
Ihe question of economy enters here. No 
doubt more books will be destroyed if the 
children are permitted totake them home, 
but if they are not all the studying will have 
to be done in school, and here arises 
ayain an old controversy which has been 
debated ever since pubiic schools were estab- 
lished the question of home study. On the 
one side are the arguments of those 
opposed to it, who say that the hours spent in 
school are sufficient for young children with- 
out making them study at night, and that 
night study simply means that tne parent is 
the teacher and the so-called teacher does 

listen to the 

whether the parent 

the child well. On 

the other side, they say that teachers having 
sixty pupils in one room cannot give them 
the necessary attention to instruct them thor- 
oughly unless the pupils study at home; that 
the teachers do give instruction to the pupils 
and that the parents teach a good deal more 
than they ought to and less than they think 

they do.

I have always 
study- was a good thing, 
on account of the effect it has 
on the parents themselves, but I 
do not believe in parents giving their children 
too much, and when I was teaching I discour- 
aged it all I could and endeavored to make the 
the scholars prepare their lessons without as- 
gistance. The statement that the teach- 
ers do not teach, but simply hear 
recitations, generally comes from par- 
ents who give their children 
the assistance they ought not to give. If the 
parent doesn’t teach the teacher will. 1 think 
there is no doubt about it that more books 
will be lost if the pupils take them home than 
if they are left at school, and as to study, the 
children have plenty of time to prepare their 
lessons in school.’’

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THE FOREST PARK LAKE 


THE IMPROVEMENT WILL DFPRND ON THE 
; ASSEMBLY’S COURSE. 


Unless the City Appropriates $50,000 the 
Big Lake Will Hardly Be Made—One eof 
the Water-Works Contracts Likely to Be 
Cancelled—A Huch in Cabaane Ave- 
nue Imprevemen te- City Hall Matters. 


There 16 a plan now afoot for a big lake at 
Forest Park at or pear the site of the Lindell 
Electric Railway Depot. The idea was first 
Suggested by Mr. George D. Capen, President 
of the road, and at the time of its suggestion 
the idea was to have a small lake for row- 
boats, ete. The idea was such a good one 
that it was thought advisable to enlarge upon 
it and do the thing up in good shape and have 
alake which would be an ornament to the 
park and a credit to the city. As yet 
the plans are somewhat undefined 
and nothing has been settled - upon 
except a starter of $25,000 to be given by the 
Lindell Co. as soon as the city makes arrange- 
ments for getting the rest of the money 
needed, which is estimated at $75,000. 

Mr. Capen was seen this morning and spoke 
on the subject. Mr. Capen said: The dis. 
cussion of the plan at this time I consider 
somewhat premature, as it is impossible to 
begin on the thing now, We want a goed 
lake and a big lake, and no half measure will 
do. My idea isto havea lake at least a mlle 
long and some ten of 4 dozen feet deep. This 
would make a good course for boat races, 
which is a thing we do not now have. It 
could not be a straight course, as the 
lay of the land would not 
allow it. The lake must de of 
sufficient depth to keep the water live, fresh 
and cool. To make a lake of this kind would 
require at least $100,000. Of this we have 
promised $25,000, and I think the Catlin Co., 
which owns a large tract right apposite, will 
give the same amount. This will give half the 
required sum and a good start. The rest de- 


pends on the city aud the citizens. There was 
a park law passed bythe State which pro- 
vided an assessment of 1-10th of a mill on 
all real estate for the maintenance of Forest, 
O’Falion and Carondelet Parks. It is claimed 
that the adoption of the Scheme and Charter 
annulied this law, but bonds were issued un- 
der it, and 1 doubt if the repeal will hold. 
If that law could be applied it would furnish 
the moneyrightthere and would not be a 
burden om any one and would give us an im- 
provement ofthe greatest value. The only 
other way I see is for the Assembly to appro- 
priate $50,000 and make up the required 
sum.’ 

Park Commissioner Klemm said: 'I have 
been thinking over that lake business and am 
maturally very much interested init. I have 
s — now to have the sewer department do 
a little sounding out there and try to find 
rock, It we oan find a quarry there we can 
make a lake which will have no equal in this 
section. Ofcourse we are uncertain about 
the formation there and are only plan- 
ning now. propose to make 
every possible investigation and 
And out just what can be done; as soon as we 
learn that we will say what can be done. Itis 
rather soon now to discuss the thing definite- 
ly, but we will make some planssoon.’’ The 
lake is not neglected, and seme practical 
Plans will be drawn up during the winter.

An Improvement Muddle. 


There is a hiteh in the work of improving 
Cabanne avenue from Bell avenue to Good- 
fellow avenue. Three ordinances were passed 
for the improvement of that street, one 
for the western third, one for the mid- 


dle third and one for the eastern 
third of it. In eaen instance there was quite 
a considerable excess to be paid by the prop- 
erty owners before the work could be com- 
menced. The eastern and western sections 
paid their money and all arrangements made 
to go ahead with the improvements. The ex 
cessto be paid by the middle section, be- 
tween Belt and Goodfellow avenucs, was 
$1,456 and of this the resident property- 
owners raise 3600 and refused to pay 
more, arguing that the other owners who live 
outside the city should pay their share. The 
other owners have shown no intention to 
contribute so the work is ata standstill. Those 
who have paid are now trying to have the 
style of the improvements so modified as to 
bring the cost within the amount contributed. 
This the Street Department refuses to do, as 
it does not think it advisable to have two- 
thirds of the street bulit one way and the other 
the other. There now remains only two days’ 
time in which the money can be raised and 
deposited. 


Breadway Grading. 


An order was sent to-day to the Superin- 
tendent ofthe Work-house directing bim te 
put one or two gangs of men to work on 
Broadway, from the Work-house south ward, 
and do some grading which is very much 
needed along that portion of the street. The

AN EXCITING CHASE, 


Detective Pat Lawler’s Pursuit of an Alleged 
ze Diamond Thief. 


An exolting chase in which an alleged dia- 
mond thief and pick- pocket, Detective Pat 
Lawier and about 500 men and boys partici- 
pated occurred yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock in the neighborhood of Seventh and 
St. Charles streets. The whole affair seems to 
have been instigated by the too vivid imagina- 
tion of asmall boy. As Detective Lawler was 


walking up Seventh, near &t. Charles, he was 
accosted by an excited youngster who said he 
had seen a man whom he pointed out 
walking hurriedly along a short 
distance ahead steal something down on Sixth 
street. Witheut stopping for further particu- 
lars Lawler started for the man, who turned 
just at this moment, and recognizing the de- 
tective, with whom it seeme he had a forced 
acquaintance dating back to 1883, when Law- 
ler had jailed himon a charge of 1 4 
started at full speed up St. Charles. The de- 
tective andthe small boy gave chase. The 
small boy must have been the sprinter in tho 
trio, for he caught up with the fugitive at 
Eighth and endeavored to stop him, but was 
thrown off. He kepton in the pursuit, how- 
ever, and eontented himself with shouting 
„Stop, thief!’’ with every breath. This cry 
brought the clerks in the large wholesale 
houses inthe vicinity swarming out of their 
piaces like dees froma hive. The fugitive 
turned at Eiguth, ran over to Locust, up 
Locust to Ninth, over to Olive, up to Tenth, 
back to St. Charles, upto Eleventh, the pur- 
suing party being joined at every step 
by new recruits until there were at 
least five hundred people, pushing and 
jostling, stumbling over each othe 
in mad confusion. At Eleventh tne frightened 
fugitive bolted inte a carpenter shop, knocked 
aworkman down, went through the back 
door like a flash and was for a moment lost to 
sight. He was discovered a moment later 
crouched up in the corner of a small alleyway 
in the rear of the Bowman building, Eleventh 
and Locust, and dragged forth panting and 
scared almost to death. Apatrol was called 
and he was taken to the Four Courts. 
The smell boy stood in the midst of 
an admirin crowd and told various 
— tales about diamond robbery, pick- 
pocket, until the spectators supposed that 
some noted crook had at last been caught in 
the toils Thie morning he failed to appear as 
accuser and the suspect was released. The 
name of the latter was Frank Dougherty, alias 
Nugent, who, it seems, did time in 1883 for 
ourglary and is well known to the police. 
When questioned as to why he ran when he 
had committed no crime he stated that he 
simply saw Detective Lawler running toward 
him and the old instincts were too strong—he 
had to run. 


A POLICEMAN SHOT, 


Officer Louis Wimer Dangereusly Wounded 
by Louis Crabtree. 


While in the discharge of his duty Patrolman 
Louis A. Wimer yesterday evening arrested 
Louis Crabtree. The latter resisted, broke 
loose the officer’s hold and ran. When pur- 
sued he drew two revolvers, waited until the 
officer had approached within twenty-five feet 
of where he stood and sent a ball into his vie- 
tim’sa body. Officer Wimer is now dying at 


his home, 18114 Manchester road. Crabtree 
made his escape and has not been found. 

The shoeting was 3 the outcome of 
a grudge which Orabtree has for some time 
borne against the patrolman. Orabtree is 
somewhat of a notorious character and has 
often figured in petty brawis and Police Court 
cases. He had a reputation as a dangerous 
man, but never showed — unusual despera- 
tion before yesterday. Living on Wimer’s 
beat he was constantly under the officer’s 
eye. Abouta month ago he wasone evening 
beating his wife, when Wimer forced in the 
door and rescued the woman from her brutal 
husband’s torment. Sinve that time there 
has been no love lost between the two. 

About 8:30 o’clock last night Officer Wimer 
met Crabtree at Chouteau avenue and Man- 
ehester road. Knowing thatthe man always 
carried concealed weapons the officer placed 
him under arrest and started to go through 
his pockets. While thus engaged Crabtree 
gave him a violent shove and ran rapidly 
toward the Frisco tracks. Seeing that in 
fleetness of foot he was overmatched, the 
fugitive stopped and deliberately drew 
two 42-caliber revolvers from his 
chest. But the brave officer did not hesitate. 
He wasin the very act of drawing his own 
weapon to close with his opponent when ho 
received a ball in the side and fell to the 
ground. Theugh badly hurt, he raised on his 
elbow and fired three times at the fying mis- 
creant, None of the balls took 
effect and Crabtree seon disappeared. 
Wimer was carried to his home at 1311 A 
Manchester road, where Dr. Mudd attended 
him. The bullet was located near the spine, 
but could not be removed. he chances for 
recovery are very slim. Orabtree is thought 
to have boarded a passenger train and made 
his way into the country. Telegrams were 
sent out to all the stations westand he may 
be apprehended some time to-day.

CHARACTER OF THE EXHIBIT. 

„An article in your Sunday issue relative to 
the forthcoming display of Colorado’s natural 
and manufactured products atthe Exposition, 
though evidently written with the very best 
intentions is calculated to create a wrong im- 
pression as to the character of this display 
and is besides an injustice to other cities and 
towns of Colorado than Denver. You will 
therefore permit me to say: 

„The exhibit and display which Colorado is 
now arranging atthe Exposition and which 
consists of twelve carioads of the mineral, 
agricultoral and manufactured products from 
all parte of the States made by a separate 
and distinct Department of State created by 
act of the LeBisiature. The Denver Board of 
Trade had nothing to do whatever with the 
work which has resulted in this magnificent 
collection; it appointed no eommittees, 
raised no funds for this purpose. The 


money expended is exclusively from the fund 
provided for the State Bureau of Immigration 
and Statistics by Legisiative appropriation, 
and it is by authority ofthe State and under 
the direction of this bureau that this display 
is made. It ls made in St. Louls because that 
is the Eastern city selected by the Governor 
of the State as provided by law. No individ- 
uals (excepting the voluntary efforts of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens in a private capacity) and 
no commercial or business men’s association 
had auything to do whatever with the work of 
the Dureau in the connection referred to. 
DENVER GAVE LITTLE ‘ASSISTANCE. 

„Jam a member ofthe Denver Chamber of 
Commerce and Board of Trade. No fund has 
been raised or suggested, and no committee 
of any character from that organization has 
aided the State Department in any way. In 
fact, Denver has done less than several other 
smaller towns in the State. If the party who 
was interviewed is a member of the Denver 
Board of Trade his statements will place that 
body in a very ridiculous light at home, be- 
sides exhibiting on his part a most lamentabie 
ignorance of the facts.’

James Gaines Kills Arthur Gorden in a 
Most Kevelting Manner. 


A dissolute colored woman caused a most 
atrocious murder in Battle row yesterday 
evening. James Gaines hacked Arthur Gor- 
don, alias Gardiner, witha dull ax, crushing 
his skull in three places and killing him 
almost instantly. Gordon's body is in the 
Morgue. Gaines is locked up inacell at the 
Four Courts hold-over, awaiting the action of 


the authorities. 

It appears that both of the men were inafat- 
uated with the charms of a woman named 
Belle Williams, who bas for some time made 
her home at Seventh and Cerre streets. 
cently she showed a preference for Gaines 
and moved with the latter to a house in Battle 
row, a dis reputable alley between Main, Sec- 
ond, Rutger ana Park avenue. Gordon called 
at the bouse about 5:80 o’clock yesterday 
afterneon during Gaines" absence and 
tried to induce the woman to g0 
away with bim. She refused and ne offered 
ner a $10 bill. Ina friendly seuffle which en- 
— the possession of the bill the woman 
was slightly scratched on the arm by a nail in 
a board which Gordos had used. The wound 
was dressed by a physician and the two re 
turned to the house. 

About 6 o’elock Gaines made his appearance 
and soon became involved in a quarrel with 
Gordon on account of the wound which the 
latter had inflicted on the woman’s 
arm. According to the statements 
of witnesses to the whole occurrence 
Gaines was not anxious for a fight and kept 
Gor@on away. Finally a scuffle ensued, the 
two falling on the floor. Tne Williams woman 
separated them and went into the yard. 
Gaines and Gordon followed. An ax lay on 
the ground. Gaines picked it up and Gordon 
put his hand to his hip pocket. Without 
a moment’s hesitation Gaines raised the ax 
and dealt hie opponent a fearful 
blow on the left side of the head. The blade 
of the weapon sank deep into Gordon’s skull 
and he fell without a moan. Gaines placed his 
foot on the prostrate body and struck his vie- 
tim twice on the head with the side of the ax. 

Then be ran. The screams of several colored 
women who had witnessed the tragedy calied 
Sergt. Lyons and Officers Clark and Sears. 
Gordon’s dy was sent at once 
to the Morgue, and an active 
search was commenced for Gaines and 
the Williams woman. The latter was found in 
a house near by and was soon at the Four 
Courts. She said that Gordon was the aggres- 
sor In the trouble, but insisted she had gone 
back into the house before the last fight oc- 
curred and consequentiy did not see the 


| killing. Her story is discredited. Half an 


hour afterward Gaines walked into the Central 
District Police Station and gave himself up. He 
said he had acted in self-defense and did not 
have to run away. Whea questioned in regard 
to the killing he said that Gordon bad pro- 
voked the quarrel aud had made a move to 
drawa weapon. Then he seized the ax and 
dealt him three blows on the head. Gordon 
was a single man, 23 years old, and lived on 
Cedar street, between Second and Third. 
Gaines is about 30, and has no settied piace 
of abode.

nettons. Each half-year, except one, since 
July 1, 188, had witnessed an increase, 
in most instances a very heavy 
lacrease, over the production of the 
2 half year. But the increase in the 
ret half of 1 over the last in 1889 has 
eclipsed all previous halt yearly increases. 
Each important pig iron producing State 
shared in the increased production tn the first 
half of 1890 over the last half of 1889, except 
Michigan and Tennessee, but Michigan made 
more pig iron in the first half of this year than 
inthe first half of 1689. The proportion of 
Pennsylvania in the total production in the 
last halt of 1889 was 49 per cent, Ohio, 14 per 
cent; Alabama, 9.6 per cent; and Illinois, 7.3 
recent. In the first half of 1600 the propor- 
ion of Pennsylvania was 49.2 per cent; Ohio, 
18.2 per cent; Alabama, 8.9 per cent, and IIII- 
nois, 6.8 per cent.’’

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FEATURES OF THE CLOSING WEEK OF THE 
MONMOUTH MEETING, 


Why Record-Breakers Are Inferior to Race 
Horses—Tenny Fails te Lower the Record 
of Ten Breeck—The Browns Take An- 
other Game From Leuisville—Sperting 
News ef All Kinds. 


HE racing at this, the 
closing week of the 
Monmouth Park mweet- 
ing, will be marked by 
four fixed events, the 
Home-Bred Produce 
Stakes, the Monmouth 
Handicap, the Carteret 
Handicap aud the 
Jersey Handicap. In 
addition there will be 
an extra day’s racing to-morrow, when Sal- 
vator will run against the mile record, and 
there will be the usual number of sweep- 
stakes and handicaps. The conditions of 
the Produce Stakes are peculiar. The entries 
are limited to produce mares the ex- 
clusive property of the subscribers at the 
time of subscribing and foaling, and the 
produce to remain wholly their property until 
after the race or to pay forfeit."’ In these 
days when there les a strong line of deiarga- 
tion drawn between the breeder and the run- 
ning of horses, there are few left to compete 
for such astake. It has been kept up since it 
was first run in 1881, in the hands of the little 
group of men in the East, whe raise and run 
their own horses, Belmont, Withers and the 
Lorillards. Cassatt won it once with Now or 
Never. It has never been marked by any 
large fields. Castalia seems to be the best of 
those who are likely to start. The field will 
hardly be a big one. 

The best race of the week, if the weather 
and track are good, will be the Monmouth 
Handicap. Among those eligible to start are 
Salvator, Prince Royal, Raceland, Cassius, 
Lavinia Belle, Senorita, Diablo, Hindoocraft, 
Oriflamme, Longstreet, Tenny, Rhono, Tour- 
nament, Los Angeles, English Lady and fifty 
ethers. There is certainly enough material 
fora stirring race. It is a race which has 
been won in times past by borses like George 
Kinney, Firenzi, Richmond, Drake Carter, 
Hidalgo, Eurus and Kaloolah. 

The Carteret is a handicap for 2-year- olds, 
six furlongs, $5,000 added money. There are 
209 entries to put weights on, andthe task is 
not an easy one, especially when the bewlld- 
ering in and out running ofthe youngsters is 
considered. Thestake ought to bring outa 
good field, for among the entries are all the 
Morris cracks, Ambulance, Keckon, Russell, 
Westchester and the rest, with Strathmeath, 
winner of Junior Champion, La Tosca, Rey 
del Rey, seven from Withers’ stable, six from 


Reed & Son, twelve from Congressman Scott's 
and a big miscellaneous crowd. Stratnmeath 
will probably carry top weight, and if he can 
beat the Neid against him ougut to have the 
Futurity at bis mercy. 


Race Horses and Record Breakers. 


It is curious how the time mania has seized 
race goers, says a New Yerk correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. The theory of the 
men who judge horses by time is that if one 


horse makes a mile ini:4land another horse 
goes the distance in 1:40, the second herse can 
always beat the first. This would be true If 
horses were carefully adjusted machines; if 
you could shove lun % much bay, coro end 
oats and receive in return an ex 
act equivalent in speed, and if 
thie speed never waried, but horses are not 
machines. They are reasening, intelligent 
animals, with their likes ana dislikes; their 
prejudices and their peculiarities. Take an 
old selling plater who can run his mile in 
1:42 or 1:43 and enter him with a crack like 
Sslvator, and he will be disgracefuily beaten 
in probably much siower time then any of 
bis perfermanves in the past. He will realize 
at once that he is running against a superior 
animal, and he refuses to fightthe inevitable. 
He does just what a sensible man would do— 
he declines to butt bis eld head againsta 
stone wall. 

Look at our recent record makers. Who is 
Raveloe? Who is Banquet? By the time 
standard Raveloe is better than the Bard, for 
the Bard made no such time nor anything 
like it, and Banquet is better than wie 
Kinney, than Hanover, than Miss Woodford. 
Yet it seems like a profanation to mention 
these horses in the same breath. 

But whatever may be said of reeord-break- 
ing on circular tracks it is farcical to talk of 
having euch races on straight tracks, No one 
will take the slightest interest in seeing Sal- 
vator beat Ten Broeck’s time at Monmouth 
Park onthe straightaway track, because it 
means nothing. It is asif a new route to 
Europe should be discovered by which the 
time was lessened three days, and if one of 
the great steamship lines would make a 
mighty flourish and say they were going to 
eturt the swiftest vessel they owned to try to 
make a new ocean record. Of course the 
only result would be that the public would 
laugh. 


An American Ruled Off, 


From Galignani’s Messenger. 

The morality of the turf has received an- 
other rude shock. An English jockey, an 
American proprletor and a French race horse 
have been sentenced to banishment from the 
sport fora period of two years and a half. 
The offense was as simple as it wae degrad- 
ing to all concerned. A mare called 
Rhodante, which, according to the 
opinion of those present, including the 
qualified stewards of the race meeting, could 
nelly bave won a race at Spa, was not al- 
lowed to do so. The obiect presumably was 
to cheat those people foolish enough to bave 
backed the animai out of their money. It is 
always to be lamented that sordid considera- 
tions should affect the interests of sport; but 
betting is indigenous to horse racing, and 
where there is public gambling there will 
always be found swindlers totake advantage 
of the unwary. In France, as in England. 
can be found a class of professional backers, 
men who, opposite tothe professional book- 
makers, Manage to prosper on general good 
jadgment, combined with the knowledge of 
occasional disgraceful secrets. Jockeys are 
not always doing their best, and it is easy for 
a trainer to put it out of s horse’s power to 
run up to his bestform. A conspiracy is gen- 
erally difficult to prove, but the robbery at 
Spa wes so palpable that no reasonable doubt 
about the criminality of all concerned could be 
entertained. In South America it is just posi- 
bie that the miscreants would have 
been lynched under similar cir- 
cumstances. In Belgium the pun- 
ishment is less severe, but the sen- 
tence will, in accordance with precedent, be 
extended to France and England. Mr. Ein- 
stein, the owner, isan American who bets 
largely and sports as his colors the Stars and 
Stripes of his native land, which have now for 
the first time been diagraced on theturf. Joe 
Barker, the jockey, is as fine a steeple-chase 
rider as there is in France. That such an in- 
cident can occur must be deplored by all 
worthy of the name of sportamen or gentle- 
men, but no sympathy can exist for the pro- 
moters of the contemptible conspiracy, any 
more than would be felt for a man discovered 
cheating at cards. There is no moral differ- 
ence between the two offenses.

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THE BUTTERWORTH BILL. 


AN AMENDMENT THAT IS REGARDED WITH 
FAVOR BY DEALERS AND RECEIVERS 


— 


An Alteration That Allows the Sale of Grain 
fer Future Delivery, and Opinions as to 
Its Effect—A Great Change That Removes 
Many of the Objections Made—Con- 
gressional Actien. 


HE grain receivers 
and dealers on 
Change who are op- 
pesed to the But- 
terworth Dill are 
greatly relieved by 
the amendment which 
has been introduced in 
the House of Repre- 
sentatives and incor- 
porated in the billin 
reference to the sale 
of grain not in the 
possession of the sel- 
ler. This provision 
will deprive the bill of 
: its most objectionable 
; features, but those 
=< who opposed it before 
are still working to 
secure its defeat. The original bill provided 
that no one should sell grain who did not at 
the time have it in his possession. 
A FARMER’S PROTEST. 

This at once aroused the farmers, and 
caused them to protest in the strongest 
measures. It wasshown that it was the cus- 
tom among them to contract for the sale of 
their crops long before they were 
grown, and upon this basis a large 
amountof the business between the farming 
and receiving centers was conducted. When 
this point was raised an exception was made 
in the bill, allowing the farmers to sell crops 
not in their possession but which they hoped 
to raise. By this means it was hoped to gain 
all the influence ot the farmers, and until the 
members of the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change brought the matter to the attention of 
the wheat and corn grower the amendment 
was regarded as aufficient. But when the men 
who had been in the habitof buying grain 
from the farmers before it was grown informed 
them that if the bill passed in its present form 
they would be unable to do this, as they could 
not sell before the grain was delivered, and 


therefore would have no object in purchasing 
early, the farmers to whom the case was pre- 
sented changed their views and numerous let- 
ters were received by Congressmen from 
prominent members of the Farmers’ Alliance, 
asking that provision be made to allow the 
receivers to sell what they had bought. 
AN IMPORTANT AMENDMENT. 

From letters received from Washington by 
members ofthe Merchauts’ Exchange, it is 
learned that there was great opposition 
among those favoring the bil! in its original 
form to the Introduction of any such amend- 
ment, asit was considered as about equiva- 
lent to killing the bill. After much discus- 
sion and no inconsiderable opposition it was 
decided to adopt an amendment allowing 
dealers to sell grain notin their rg them to 

em to 


tor future delivery, but compelling t 
deliver it at the time specified. By so doihg 
it was believed that speculation could 
be puta stop to and at the same time 
that a market would be provided for the grain 
crop before it was grown. Some of the 
strongest opponents to this amendment were 
found, not among the farmers but ameng the 
millers. The plan which itis believed that 
many of the latter desire to pursue, is to pre- 
vent sales for future delivery as far as possi- 
bie, and to have all grainsentto market be- 
fore it is sold and then disposed of for what it 
will bring. Those who remember the condi- 
tion of affairs before the organization of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, state that the grain 
used ‘to be stackedup in sacks awaiting 
a purchaser, and that the mil- 
lers would agree not to offer 
more than a certain price. Failing to agree 
to sell for this, the farmers would be obliged 
to carry their wheat ata large expense, and 
generally came tothe terms offered. When 
sales for future delivery became the rule this 
system was broken up, as the stock was car- 
ried by the speculators. Many miliers believe 
that by the curtailment of future sales the old 
condition of affairs can be in a measure re- 
produced, and their influence has been rein- 
forced by that of those who are of the opinion 
that a reduction in the cost of wheat will be 
followed by a reduction in the cost of flour. 
EFFECTS OF THE CHANGE. 

The members of the Exchange who are op- 
posed to the Butterworth bill are inclined to 
the belief that its teeth are effectually drawn 
by the amendment allowing sales of futures. 
It is argued thatthe provision requiring de- 
livery in all cases can be avoided in so many 
ways as to be practically non-operative. A 
simple acknowledgement rom 
buyer that he has received 
grain sold, will, it is argued, be 
amply sufficient to nullify this provision, as 
where buyer and seller are not only satisfied, 
but have documentary evidence to the effect 
that the law has been complied with any in- 
terference by parties not directly interested 
will prove ofno avail. The opinion is that 
the bill in its present form will be passed if 
brought to a vote, but that the Senate will 
not be able to reach it before adjournment,

IG IRON STATISTICS, 


Census Bureau Informatien on the Iron In- 
dustry ef the Country. 


A bulletin issued by the Census Bureau on 
the production of pig iron contains the fol- 
lowing information: 

The development ofthe manufacture of pig 
iron in the United States during the ten years 
from 1880 to 1890 has been phenomenal, and at 
the rate of increase in production this country 
is destined soon to become the leading pro- 
ducer of pig iron In the world, possibly reach- 
ing this distinction in the calendar year 1890. 
During the calendar year 1889 the production 
of pig iron by Great Britain, which bas an- 
nually produced more pig iron than any other 
country, is shown by official statistics to 
have been 9,321,563 tons of 2,000 pounds. The 
quantity of pig iron produced by the United 
States during the census year 1890 was 258,216 
tons in excess of the production of Great 
Britain during the calendar year 1889. No 
statistics are availiable for the output of pig 
iron by Great Britain during the tweive 
months ended June 30, 1890, so that compari- 
sons cannot be made for the same period as 
that covered by the census statistics. 

The following table shows the production of 
pig iron in the various sections of the coun- 
try in the census years 1870, 1880 and 1890, in 
tons, including castings made direct from 
the furnace. The statistics for 1870 and 1880 
are for the census years ended May 31, but for 
1890 they cover the year ended June 30.
